ORDINANCES ON SECOND READING, 


Ordinance ip relation to the com- 
pensation of the General Assembly. 
The Committee recommended that 
the members of the General Assem- 
bly shall receive $3 00 per day for the 
term of (0 days, if they shall remain 
in session so long, and fora longer 
period shall receive only $2 per day 
for not more than 20 days, and that 
they shall receive 1 cents mileage 
each way, and that the pay of oflicers 
shall be $6 per day, and that for all 
extra sessions the compensation shall 
be the same for 30 days. 

Mr. Clingman, dem., Chairman of 
the Committee, explained the action 
of the committee in making this re- 
commeudation. 

Mr. Manning, dem., of Chatham 
ham, moved to make the per diem of 


members of the Legislature 34 


instead of $3, and to make the length 
of the session only 60 days, suppor- 
ting bis resolution with a few appro- 
priate remarks. 

Mr. arringer, rep., spoke to the 
question at some length, He favored 
retrenchment, and went jato the 
general question as to what were the 
duties of the Convetion. He came here 
to assist in making all needed amend 
ments to the Constitution, without 
captious objections and in no par- 
tizan spirit; he acknowledged that 
amendments were needed ; but far- 
ther than this he would not yo. 

Mr. Manning, dem., of Chatham, 
thanked Mr. Barringer for the asser- 
tion that he would assist his side of 
the house in making all needed re- 
form: he could assure him that he 
and his friends desired to go no far- 
ther, aud he extended a cordial invi- 
tution to all the gentlemen of the 
other side to unite with him and his 
friends in making all necessary 
amendments to the present Constitu- 
tion. 

Mr. Chamberlain, rep., objected to 
this whole question. He did not be- 
lieve in paying a low price to the 
representatives of the people. They 
were worthy of their labor, and he 
did not want to see them restricted to 
alow per diem. 

Mr. Tourgee, rep., objected to a re- 
striction as to the time of holding the 
sessions of the Legislature, and offer- 
ed an amendment striking out this 
clause in the report. 

Mr. Clingman, dem., again argued 
in support of the report of the Com 
mittee. 

Mr. Albertson, rep., said it was ob- 
vious we must leaye the past to bury 
the past, and not to look to what 
our predecessors done, but to live 
and act in the present. He though 


thought there was a necessity for the 
action of the Convention in this case, 
as he thought the Legislature could 
notact in the premises under the 
present Constitution,but he opposed a 
small per diem. The cost of living 
becomes higher each day, and = cur- 
rency itself was liable to fluctuate 
any day, and we should not place 
the per diem so low as to inconveni- 
ence those who may follow us. He 
would move that the per diem be 
made 

Smyth, col., rep., argued at some 
length in favor of a $5 per diem. He 
thought anything less thau that was 
an insult to those who might be sent 
here to legislate. 

Mr. Blocker was in favor of the 
amendment of Mr. Manning. He 
wanted the question of per diem taken 
from the hands of the General As- 
sembly. He favored retrenchment. 
While he came here not to legislate 
upen the Constitution, if he could 
avoid it, yet, since he was now com- 
pelled to remain here, he should 
favor everything that looked to 
retrenchment. 

Mr. Buxton, rep., took advantage 
of the present opportunity to explain 
the course he should pursue upon 
this floor. Hecame here pledged to 
protect the present Constitution as 
far us was in his power, but since the 
Constitution was to be amended, he 
should labor with earnestness to 
accomplish what he deemed the best 
four the people of the State. The 
great evil of the present age 
is too much legislation,'and he should 
support that view of this question 
which proposed to restrict the time 
of holding the sessions of the General 
Assembly. 

Mr. Price, dem., moved the previ- 
ous question, 

Several notices 
were given. 

Quite a discussion arose as to the 
rght of considering a motion to 
amend au amendment when the mo- 
tion toamend shall be to strike out 
the clause proposed to be amended by 
the first party. The chair decided 
that such a course could be taken, 

The motion of Mr. Tourgee to make 
the pay of members of the Leyisla- 
ture S200 for their term of office was 
lost by «a vote of 23 ayes, S7 lays. 

The motion of Mr. Manning to 
make the per diva of the members 
$4 was lust by avoteof 45 ayes, 63 
nays, 

The ordivance as amended was 
then adopted by a vote of 77 ayes, 34 
nays, Messrs. Harringer, Bryan, 
Blocker, Buxton, Dockery, Dala, 
Hampton, Hinnant, Holton, Jones, 
of Yadkin, Hoffman, Massey, Me- 
Candless, Wheeler, Wilson, Wood- 
fin,and Young, Republicans, and 
Wilcox, Ind., voting for the ordi- 
nance.

EULOGIES ON GRAHAM, 


Pending the Ccnsideration of the 
Nesolutions inthe State Coustitue 
tional Convention in Regard to the 
Death of the Lamented Statesman, 
Sept. 9th, 1875. 


Remarks of Hon. T. L. Clingman, 
delegate from Buncombe county: 


Mr. President:—When the resolu- 
Lions of the delegate from Orangewere 
presented, though [ had no previous 
intimation that they were to be 
brougbt before us, I nevertheless felt 
an impulse to second them. A mo- 
ments reflection, however, satisfied 
ine that it was more appropriate that 
such a second should come from the 
opposite side of the House. That has 
been done, and two appropriate and 
eloquent eulogies have been  pro- 
nounced by gentlemen of the party 
Opposite to us. It might be sufficient 
perhaps for me to merely endorse 
what has been so wel said by the three 
gentlemen who have already spoken. 
Itygratifies me to say that ali that has 
been uttered on this occasion meets 
my cordial approval. 

‘There are, however, some traits in 
the character of Gov. Graham that it 
is well to dwell upon for a few mo- 
ments, He had, during his entire 
lite, in a most singular degree, the 
respect of men of all parties in the 
State, aud perhaps bo mau so promi- 
nent as he was, made so few personal 
enemies ifhe indeed had a single one. 
This cannot be alone due to the fact 
that he was a man of the highest ine 
tegrity, for it was the pride of North 
Corolina that she had many eminent 
sons Whose reputation was entire.y 
without stain. Norcan it be attrib- 
uted to the fact that he was endowed 
with high intellect and extensive 
learning and information, for he had 
lnany associates possessed like him 
of these qualities. Why then was it 
that he wassosingular in this res- 
peclas tomake this feature of his 
character conspicuous? I think it 
was due in a great degree to 
the manner in which he present- 
ed his views to the public. For 
furty year she was prominent in 
political life, and during periods of 
vreat excitement. Party feeling pro- 
bably never was so high ip the coun- 
try us it was during the vears of 1844 
and 1846, in which he made his two 
cauvasses for the ollice of Governor, 
Being with him frequently, and can. 
vassing for and Mr. Clay, was 
struck with this pecularity in his 
spoeches, While his efforts satisfied 
his iviends and exeited their adoiira- 
ion, they were not offensive to his 
opponents. When, after a discussion 
was concluded, | would ask a political 
opponent what he thought, I some- 
times had such a reply as this: 
“Mr. speech is just 
about what it ought to have been, 
sud ean find no objection to it.” 
‘Tmere isatendency in the buman 
mind, when a strong argument is 
presented ayainstits feelings or wish- 
es, tofind au excuse to rejectit. Ifthe 
Views are presented in an offensive 
manner, the excuse is furnished, and 
they are resisted; such was Governor 
Gralam’s manner, that this excuse 
was not atiorded and the argument 
fell with its full force on the mind of 
the adversary. 

His style of speaking was the 
very opposite of a denunciatory 
fashion which is to some extent still 
in existence. This latter mode, I 
have thought, had its origin in East 
‘Tennessee, during the personal and 
vituperative contests between such 
men as Andrew Johnson and Browns. 
low, and gradually extended itself 
from that centre. If one had spoken 
after Governor Grabam’s manner in 
that region, it would probably have 
been said of his effort, that he made 
a tine speech; but that he had not 
drawn the party lines strongly 
enough. By that expression, it was 
meant that he had failed to charge 
his opponents with being thieves 
generally, or at least dishonest, cer- 
tainly that they were most ignorant 
and unpatriotic. Ifsuch a style of 
speaking did not make any converts, 
it ut least gratified stroug  parti- 
zausou his own side, and cuused 
them to cheer vociferously. But by 
taking wholly different course, 
Giov. Graham made the best impres- 
sion on the minds of opponents and 
alwavsa secured the respect of 
those whom he might have failed to 
couvinee Thus he had the confi- 
dence aud regard of the entire com- 
munity,and was always looked to, 
in those times when important ser- 
vices were demanded of public men. 

He was not less remarkable for the 
personal respect and admiration with 
which he inspired all who came in 
contact with him. ‘This could not be 
accounted for by his fine appearance 
alone, though it undoubtedly hada 
share in producing the impression. 
Our State in his day had many men 
remarkable for their figure and coun- 
tenance. 

On my return from Washington at 
the close of one of the sessions, stop- 
ping in this city for a day, [ wentin- 
to the Supreme Court room. On the 
Beneh were Ruttin, Gaston and Dan- 
iel, while among the Attornies Were 
Badger, Graham and others, could 
not help feeling that there were then 
present before me several as striking 
looking gentiemen as I could find in 
the larger assemblage at the Federal 
Capitol. In addition to an uticom- 
monly fine presence,there was some- 
thing singularly impressive in Gor, 
Ciraham’s manner, which tended to 
repel familiarity without being re- 
julsivein itself. That wonderful de- 
ineator of human nature, Sir Walter 
Scott, in one of his novels, ** Wooc- 
stock,”’ introduces a boy who, withe 
out knowing Cromwell, was endeav- 
oring to describe his appearance. Af- 
ter several attempts he said, he look- 
ed like aman that *‘ you would not 
be willing to say to.” 

Such an expression as this would 
not give onea true ides of Gov, Gra- 
ham’s manner, for there was noth- 
ing repulsive init. On the contrary a 
-tranger on a railway car who wished 
for information would uot have hesi- 
tated to approach him, with confi- 
denee that he might expect a cour- 
teous reply. When some _ officers 
during the revoiutionary War were 
discussing Cen, Washington’s dig- 
nity of manner, one of them, remark- 
able fur his brusque assurance, of 
fered to bet that ne could treat him 
with familiarity. When an oppor- 
tunity oceurrsd, he approached the 
General and tapped him on the 
shoulder with a familiar remark. 
General Washington turned on 
him with a look which struck 
him as though he had received a 
bullet in his heart. In Gov. Gra- 
ham’s manners so much courtesy was 
combined with dignity, that all who 
approached him were alike inspired, 


| with respect and frien 


dly admiration, 

Such qualities of mind and manner 
gave him a weight of character and 
an influence’which few men possess - 
ed. When, many years ago, he was 
Speaker of the House of Commons, 
while passing through this city, dur- 
ing a conversation with Col. Wm. F. 
Mills, of Rutherford, I spoke of the 
distracted condition of the House and 
remarked that there seemed to be no 
purpose in the body, €c., he replie: : 
“yee, it is sO generally; 
but Graham can come down 
outof the chairand make a speech 
and carry the whole house with 
bim.’’ His courtesy and dignity of 
manner and the fairness with which 
he presented his views, gave him a 
great ascendency over those witb 
whom he came iu contact. 

So much has, however, already 
been said iv his praise, both here and 
in the press, that it may seem unnec- 
essary (hat I should recapitulate such 
points. It hasstruck me, while read- 
ing the newspaper articles, that they 
were generally remarkable in their 
character. It seemed asif the writers 
had been inspired by the subject and 
had risen above their usual style. A 
compilation of their articles, with 
the speeches deliverea here, would 
form aspleadid eulogium on the char- 
acter and services of William Alex- 
ander Graham. 

Though tempted te dwell still long- 
er on the theme, I forbear to repeat 
—— has already been well said by 
others.

DAY’S SUMMARY. 


But few ordinances were intro- 
duced into the Convention yester- 
day, but it may be said that the acts 
ual work of the session was commence: 
ed,as the firstoceasion was afforded for 
the display of any debate and the 
first yote taken upon any amende 
ment to the Constitution, being upon 
the second reading of a bill from the 
Committee fixing the per diem of the 
members of the General Assembly. 
The oceasion was used by Messrs, 
Barringer, Buxton and cther Republi- 
can members,to explain the course of 
conduct they should pursue in regard 
to the proposed legislation in amend- 
ing the Constitution. Mr. Barrin- 
ger stated that he should act with 
the majority in making such re- 
forms as he thought the needs of 
the State demanded. He acknuowl- 
edged the necessity of amendments, 
and he thought and ;honved these 
should be made without any captious 
opposition‘fromfhis side of the house, 
Mr. Buxton said he came here to pro- 
tect the present Constitution as far as 
was in his power, but since it was to 
be legislated upon without his will, 
he should also work to bring about 
the best reform possible. Mr. Man- 
fling, dem., from Chatham, thanked 
the gentlemen for these expressions, 
and assured them’that nothing would 
be attempted from his side of the 
house that would be oppressive toany 
class of citizens, and that he hoped 
tohavethe aid of these gentlemen 
and others ofthat party in making 
the needed reforms in the present 
Constitution. 

Upon the vote on the ordinance al- 
luded to, fixing the pay of the mem 
bers of the General Assembly at $3 
per day and the length ef the session 
60 days, some 18 Republicons voted 
for the measure.

respect, and the recipient of this offi- 
cia! bounty is honored with a seat in 
the Convention. Lately we saw a 
magistrate, an ignorant pero, who 
has power over the liberties and pro- 
perty of the citizens of this county, 
take from the jail a prisoner charged 
with murder, and followed by an ex- 
cited mob, was compelled to lay his 
bare hands upon the body of his sup- 
posed victim to prove his guilt by the 
blood gushing from the wouuds. 
ery day we see our citizens pilfered, 
and that too under the Operations of 
law, of their hard earnings, merely 
toswell the eost and fees of these legal 
highwaymen. 

These are not overdrawn pictures, 
but the naked truth. And we present 
them, not to bring up unpleasant 
matters, but as foreible appeals in 
our behalf.

Gov. Graham as could not have 
been dvawn.out by one not entitled 
to them. 

The warm admiration and cordial 
friendslip expressed by Mr. Fill- 
more contitued until his death. An 
intercourse by correspondence was 
maintained between these distin- 
guished gentlemen long after ofliciai 
intercourse had ended, and frequent 
meetings aftewards showed that 
the respect and confidence generated 
in the conduct of a

Cumulative Suflrage in Couaty Gove 
ernment. 
Cumulative suffrage can be used 
only where two or more cfficers of 
thesame ¢lass, or denomination, are 
to be elected. Under its provisions, 
a voter may vote more than once for 
the same candidate. If five county 
Commissioners are to be chosen, 
each elector is entitied to five votes 
tor Commissioners: these under the 
svstem ofsuftrage, he is to 
on five different candidates: 
but with suffrage, the 
voter can give all of his votes lo one 
candidate or ean distribute them 
among several candidates at his 
pleasure. ‘The effect then of intro- 
cueing theeumulative system is to 
remove arcstriction now existing ou 
the right of sulfrage. At present, 
the voter, although entitfed to five 
votes, is restricted to one vote for one 
one candidate: Cumulative suffrage 
amoves this restriction, and the 
voter is eniancipated so that) he can 
bestow his yotes free/y, as he will. 
This isa benefit to the voter: it 
increases his political power: it ¢s- 
tablishes entire freedom in the mat- 
ter of suffrage : it enables the elector 
to cast all his votes for that candids e 
who most nearly represents his own 
views who is his first choice for the 
office to be filled. Whatman can re- 
gard sach a change with disfavor? 
While such is the effect of the cu- 
mulative system as to the individual 


elector, its operation as to the entire 
body of the people is still more bene- 
ficial. 

‘The peopleare always divided into 
two or more parties: and when, as 
with us, (he majority party fills ail 
the offices, the miinolity party. are 
deprived of representation in their 
publiecoicerus, A minority wheth- 
ef beaten by one vote ora thousand, 
is as completely unrepresented, us if 
ithad noexistence. Indeed an elec- 
tion is now butacontestat the polls 
to ascertain What party shall be dis- 
franchised in the government. In 
whatdoes a Democrat represent his 
Republican constituents? How does 
the radical necro represent the tax- 
paying whites?) In faet, itis gener- 
ally truethat the beaten purty in- 
stead of being represented by the 
suecessiul candidates, regard them 
with aversion aud distrust, and feel 
toward them a fierce and bitter polit- 
ical, if not personal animositv. Cu- 
mitilative sullrage mitigates this evil, 
because, under ils operation, a minor- 
ity gains some representation, If 
there be five commissoners to be 
chosen in acounty containing 
Republican and 16% Cotiservative 
voters, the Republican electors will 
be entitled to 10,000 votes, und the 
Conservatives will cast SOCO votes: if 
then the Republicans should yote for 
three cancidates giving each 3,333 
votes, they will be elected, and = the 
Conservatives by voting for two ean- 
didates can give them each 4,000 votes 
and eleet them: then the Conserva- 
tives will have some representation: 
they will uo longer be without a 
Voice in the agement of their 
local concerns. 

Phe beneticiai results of this sys- 
tem of sullrage Lowever, du not end 
here, Itis easy to demunstiate that 
were it adopted in local matters, 
local elections would be deprived of 
much of this heat aud irritation that 
now attend them: for each party 
would know before hand how many 

‘andidates it could elect and would 
make no contest as to the others. 
And because of the certainly of the 
election, each party would aiso nom- 
inate their best men for office—anda 
party nomination would be cquiv 
alent to an election. 

Thavebeen Jed to refer to this 
maiter of cumulative surage, by au“ 
hope that some scheme inay be devi- 
sedin the Convention by which this 
system of voting may be iutroduced 
into ourcounty elections, The peoe 
ple ofthe East may be much benetit- 
ted by its adoption. If a pian of 
governinent simular to the fol- 
‘owing couid _be agreed upon, it is 
probable thal much good would ilow 
from it. 

1, Let there be chosen by cumula- 
tive sufirage or some other similar 
system, an ascertained number of 
mag strates foreach county, accor- 
ding to its necessities say for Wake 
county, one hundred, 

2. Let these one hundred magis- 
trates who will consist of about 45 of 
one party and 55of the other, select 
by cuniulative suffrage from among 
themselves a board of five eommis- 
sioners toadminister the local econ- 
cerus ofthe county. 

+. The result will be that the Board 
of Commissioners will be com posed 
of three magistrates representing 
that party that isin the majority at 
the polls; and two other eommis- 
sioners representing the party in the 
minority. 

And the five magistrates ea chosen 
will probably be the best that eould 
be selected to perform the duties of 
their office. 

ly this means the dominant party 
will retain the control of county 
matters: but those citizens who are 
in the minority will have a voice in 
theirown government and will par- 
ticipate in the administration of their 
local concerns: they will no longer 
be disfranehised,
